PRESIDENT’S APPEAL

The proverbial warning is creating a 
stirring these days. in the minds of 
Irish industrialists and others concerned 
about the social and economic welfare 
of the country, and post-war planning 
is in the air. Nothing more than this 
setting-up of a post-war planning sub- 
committee by the Dublin Rotary Club, 
following a series of four talks on the 
subject, yet has been done; but the 
lead given by the club is likely to be 
taken up in other quarters in the near 
future. . 

The Joint Committee of the Federa- 
tion of Irish Manufacturers and the 
N.A.1.D.A. propose to give considera- 
tion to some of the more important pro- 
blems which will face solution after the 
war, and direct Government interest is 
certain to follow the report now being 
prepared of the Vocational Organisa- 
whose task is the 
creation of a virtually new social 
system. 

Nothing more than experimental dis- 
cussions 1s envisaged at present, having 
regard to the obscurity which shadows 
certain fundamentals in the post-war 
position, such as the basis of values or 
the value of the pound, if that is to 
be a basic factor in our currency. 


UNEMPLOYMENT 


One of the foremost problems will 
concern, cf course, unemployment, con- 
sideration of which will demand a new 
approach in view of war-time experi- 
ences, and in the light of astronomical 
spending on war, not to speak of the 
new spirit being created in the align- 
ment of employer and worker, A re- 
orientation of ideas governing the 
position of capital vis-a-vis labour will 
pie; a large part in our plans, and the 
ong overdue problem of transforming 
dole into wages will occupy consider- 
able ‘attention in any post-war scheme.

EXPANSION OF SEA 


AND AIR ROUTES 
WASHINGTON, Friday.—Rapid ex- 


pansion of naval and military activity 
along sea and air routes to Britain is 
expected by authoritative quarters to 
follow the revision of the Neutrality 
Act. . 
Colonel Knox, the Navy Secretary, 
last night indicated the scope of the 
enlarged operations, and ssid that the 
United States was the only country 
which could supply crews for the huge 
number of merchantmen being built. 
“ Britain is already suffering from a 
shortage of man-power,’’ he declared. 
In other quarters probable steps 
were said to include extension of naval 
and air patrols and convoy escorts to 
the British Isles; the establishment of 
U.S. bases in the British Isles, or 
joint use of bases already there; the 
operation of U.S. convoys through 
Gibraltar to British Mediterranean 
ports, cutting the time of deliveries, 
and U.S. Army delivery” of bombers 
across the Atlantic.—(Reuter.) 


900,000 TO STRIKE ? 
CHICAGO, Thursday. — Fourteen 
unions of non-operating employés, 
representing 900, workers in the 
railway industry have issued a joint 
statement rejecting the recommenda- 
tions of President Roosevelt's Emer- 
gency Boaid for the settlement of the 
wage dispute. 

The statement did not contain auy 
direct threat of a strike, although the 
non-operating employés authorised their 
leaders last September to call one, 
and the five big operating brotherhoods 


‘have already ordered a strike to begin

At the outset Mr. DE VALERA 
informed. Mr. McGilligan that the 
Minister for Co-Ordination of Defensive 
Measures (Mr. Aiken) had informed 
him that he subscribed to the share 
capital of the Dundalk Ezaminer, and 
was still a shareholder.

newspapers might now publish such 
information as they might have as to 
the attitude of the belligerent Powers 
to religion and to Church institutions. 

Mr. AIKEN, in reply, said :'—'' The 

censorship regulations prohibiting the 
publication in newspapers and 
periodicals of offensive references to the 
heads and peoples of friendly States 
have not been revised, and it is not 
proposed to change them. Publication 
of- the afticle to which the deputy 
refers was not permitted, as alleged. 
It was published fn contravention of 
censorship regulations without sub- 
mission to the Press censor. 
. “The moment the matter came to 
notice the Chief Press Censor ad- 
dressed a strong remonstrance to 
the Editor calling for an explanation 
and directing that in future all edito- 
rial comment be submitted for censor- 
ship before publication. The Editor 
has since replied apologising for the 
publication of the article. e stated 
that it was written in his absence, and 
would not have been allowed to appear 
if he had had an opportunity of seeing 
hy ' 


BISHOPS' STATEMENTS 


Mr. DILLON asked how it was that 
in view of the fact that this news- 
paper had published a statement that 
the Nazi organisation in Europe was 
looked upon in reliable circles as the 
natural protector of the Catholic 
Church; that statements of the Bishop 
of Minster in Germany and the Bishop 
of Achonry in this country, and other 
responsible authorities, that the Nazi 
organisation in Europe was the enemy 
of the Catholic Church had been sup- 
pressed. | 

Mr. AIKEN said he had no recol- 
lection of ever having seen such a 
statement made in the paper referred 
to. It had been their practice to pre- 
vent propaganda being made Love 
either for or against any of the belli- 
gerents on the basis that one or the 
other was anti-religious. The Arch- 
bishop of Miunster’s article came. to 
this country in two parts—one supplied 
by the British Press Association and 
the other by the German Press Agency 
—both of which were stopped. Huis 
recollection was that one portion of 
the article was a condemnation of 
Communism and an attack on all its 
works and pomps, as expressed by the 
late. Pope, with an implication that 
one belligerent was making a fight for 
religion. 

“We are not entering that ques- 
tion,” said the Minister. ‘‘We have 
taxen up the attitude of Deputy Cos- 
grave on that point, and we intend to 
stick to it.” i ‘ 

Mr. DILLON— “I now allege that 


{this newspaper was permitted by the 


Censor to publish a statement that the 
Nazi Government was regarded as the 
natural ‘protector of the Catholic 
Church. If that publication was -per- 
mitted in this newspaper, is it just that 
equally -authoritative statements that 
the Nazi Government was fe irrecon- 
cilable~enemy of the Catholic Church 
should be ‘suppressed?

The lying side 
should not be told while the truth is 
suppressed.” 


THE REGULATION 


Mr. AIKEN said that they were 
doing their utmost to keep newspapers 
from making statements such as Deputy 
Dillon had stated were made. If the 
statement referred to Appeared in the 
newspaper it did so without: permission 
and it would not have been allowed if 
the Censor had seen it. They could 
not guarantee that every editor was 
going to comply with the regulations, 
but the few breuches that were com- 
mitted were done by odd editors at odd 
moments and would not justify them in 
adopting the course of having all matter 
submitted to the Censor. at. would 
be an intolerable burden on a news- 
paper. The editors throughout the 
country had co-operated very well with 
them.

DEBATE ON THE 
ADJOURNMENT 


Mr. McGILLIGAN again raised the 
matter of. the leading article in the 
Dundalk Examiner on the motion for 
the adjournment. The article, he said, 
stated that religion was being protected 
by Communists and Freemason levies 
against such Godless people as Catholic 
Austria, Hungary, Italy, Rumania, and 
the thirty-eight millions of German 
Catholics. Later in the article it was 
stated that the facts were that the 
Catholic Church was endowed in Ger- 
many; that religious freedom was guar- 
anteed by the Constitution, and that 
Hitler, in Mein Kamp}, had praised 
religion, and in particular the Catholic 
Church, ‘‘ whose .doctrine did not 
change according to whims and passing 
fancies.” 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said he was not 
taking exception to the publication of 
this matter in the Dundalk Hzaminer; 
that he would like to see that and other 
things hke it published so long as the 
contrary view was allowed to be ex- 
“a yes His objection was that there 
ad been more publication of the view- 
point expressed in the Examiner than 
there had been of the contrary view. 
So far as the contrary view hari been 
expressed. it had been expressed by the 
Pope in the Encyclical Mit Brennender 
Sorge, in which he condemned the in- 
ternational materialism of Moscow, the 
Fascist oath of Rome, and the Nazi 
philosophy of nationalism rooted in a 
racial stock. ‘‘ We have never ceased 
to represent to the responsible rulers 
of your country’s destiny,’ Pope Pius 
XI. had written to the German Bishops, 
‘‘the consequences which would inevit- 
ably follow the protection, and even 
the favour, extended to such a policy.” 
In that passage the Pope was referring 
to the racial theory of Nazism, which 
he described as “a substitute faith that 
had nothing in common with the 
faith of Christ.” 

‘‘None but superficial minds,” the 
Pope went on, ‘‘could stumble into 
concepts of a national God, of a 
national religion; or attempt to lock 
within the frontiers of a~single people, 
within the narrow limits of a single 
race, God, the Creator of the universe, 
the King and Legislator of all nations, 
before Whose immensity they are ‘as a 
drop of a bucket.’ ”’ 


*“ CONTRARY VIEW ” 


When, Mr. McGilligan said, 
allowed the Dundalk Examiner to

Their convent has also been confiscated, 
the nuns are expelled from Westphalia, 
and must leave Munster. by six o'clock 
this evening. The houses and posses- 
sions of the two Orders have been 
sequestered for the Gaweitung of 
Northern Westphalia. And so we see 
that the assault upon monasteries

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HOT SCHOOL MEALS 
FOR DUBLIN 


RECOMMENDATIONS OF 
COMMITTEE

THA: they “ found opinion 

decisively in favour of the 
provision of hot meals in the 
schools.” was stated in the re- 
port of the School Meals are 
tion Committee of the Dublin 
Corporation, copies of which 
have been sent to the Minister 
for Education, members of the 
City Council, and school 
managers. 


‘It is regrettable,” the report adds, 
‘that so many schools are unable to 
provide this type of meal owing to lack 
of accommodation and apparatus or 
utensils. This committee is, of course, 
empowered to provide apparatus or 
utensils. or assistance in other ways; 
but their activities are, in this respect, 
limited by the lack of space or accom- 
modation in manv schools availing 
themselves ot the schools meals 
service, - 

The provision of hot meals, it was 
stated, was a subject with which the 
school authorities and the Department 
of Education must be closely concerned 
for various reasons. 

In the opinion of the committee, 
some adjustment in school hours, parti- 
cularly in the larger schools, was neces 
sary if the méals were to he provided, 
served, and consumed in decent com- 
fort. The teachers themselves were 
aware of the need for some such 
reform. In one large school of 1,300 
pupils, the teachers had spontaneously 
declared their willingness fo help to 
make this problem easier, irrespective 
of any readjustment in school hours. 

The quality of the bans now being 
supplied was much criticised by the 
members of the committee. as being 
dry, unpalatable, and much inferior to 
the article supplied. until recently. 

While the committee was aware of 
the reason for this 
was persuaded to agree with the 
opinions expressed. There was almost 
unanimous favour found for the intro 
duction of jam or other sweeteninz 
into the buns. 


FUEL SCARCITY 


The reverend mother of a 
school in a poor area of the city re- 
ferred to the case of the children of 
those who. while not normally necessi- 
tous, might find home meals uncertain 
owing to the fuel shortage. Citing this 
reference, the committee s report states 
that the Schools Meals Acts enabled 
the local authority to provide meals 
for necessitous children. i.e. —for 
children whose parents are unable out 


of their resources. to provide food: or’ 


to contribute to the provision thereof ; 
but the Acts would not appear to pro- 
vide for children who might be neces- 
sitous for any other reasons. 

A section. of the Acts—Section 2 (1)— 
suggests the method by which these 
cases may be met. It states :—‘‘There 
shall be charged to the parent of every 
child -in respect of every. meal 
furnished to that child under this 
Act such an amount as may be 
determined by the local authority, 
and, in the event of payment 
not being made by the parent, it shall 
be the duty of the authority, unless 
thev are satisfied that the parent is 
unable, by reason of circumstances 
other than his own default, to pay the 
amount, to require payment of that 
amount from that parent, and any such 
amount may be recovered as a civil 
debt.” 

The Committee state that. in their 
opinion, this section of the Act would 
be found in practice guite impossible 
of successful operation. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


Recommendations of the Committee 
were :—(1). That bread and jam should 
replace the bun, or that, jam should be 
included in the bun, and that all neces- 
sary utensils should be provided for 
this means; (2) that in present circum- 
stances, wherever possible, the hot meal 
should be provided, the 
supplying necessary apparatus and 
utensils, if obtainable; (3) that the 
various authorities concerned should 
now give serious consideration to the 
question of some re-adjustinent of school 
hours as a very vital ‘contribution to 
the provision of a hot meal. 
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|FOOD-POISONING FROM 


IRISH MEAT 


LONDON MAGISTRATE’S 
CONCERN 


There had recently been outbreaks 
of food-poisoning.in Lambeth, London, 
due to eating pressed beef from Eire, 
said Dr. William Stott, Medical Officer 
of Health for Southwark, at Tower- 
bridge Police Court vesterday. 

Mr. D. T. Griffiths, Town Clerk of 
Southwark, applied for the destruction 
of 38 cwt. of infected cooked pressed 
meat from Eyre, on the ground that it 
was unfit for human food. People 
would not notice anything wrong, he 
said. The presence of the organism 
showed either improper cooking, pre- 
paration under insanitary conditions, 
or careless handling after cooking. 


GLASGOW ‘BUS STRIKE 
R.A.F. AND ARMY TAKE 
OVER 


Camouflaged Army and -R.A.F. 
motor coaches were operating over 
Glasgow ‘bus routes last night. This 
was the move taken hy the authorities 
following the deadlock in the original 
one-garage ‘hus strike over revised 
duty schedules, which has now de- 
veloped into a stoppage affecting 1,500 
drivers and conductors. More War 
Department vehicles are expected to- 
day to keep the services going, 
even if conductors and conductresses 
are not available to collect fares. 

Only 70 out of the 1,500 ‘bus workers 
reported for duty yesterday. About 540 
employed at one garage have been dis- 
missed, and similar action may be 
taken against 900 at two other depéts 
unless they return to work.

Surely, then, it is the restoration of 
the Bible to its rightful.place, not 
only in Irish Protestantism, but 
throughout the whole of Christendom, 
that is the greatest need of our time.—

Sin,—Relative to your leader and all 
the. subsequent correspondence it has 
evoked, the necessity for a Church re- 
vival cannot shortly be dealt with, 
and, at the same time, must be care- 
fully handled; The cause for decay 
must be ascertained before the remedy 
applied, and it is so necessary that a 
remedy must be found, because if it is 
not the result is ultimate degeneracy. 
The world and its peoples are in such 
a chaotic state of mind and condition 
that steps must be taken now to be 


repared for the aftermath of what is 
like to be a chaotic gee not only 
in Europe, but here. ile this dis- 


cussion by correspondence is headed 
“ Protestantism in Ireland,” I feel it 
more affects the Church of Ireland than 
the non-conformist Churches, and ta 
the latter I will return later in this 
letter. Further, 
letter is one of attempting to nail down 
cause and effect, to offer construction, 
and not just criticism. 

The urch of Ireland isa demo- 
cratic body, and, in consequence, proper 
open discourse is permissible withont 
endangering the true ideals. 

The causes of failing Church attend- 
ance are attributable to :— 

(1) The first World War, 1914-16, 
and its effects. 

(2) The Rebellion of 1916 and the 
Civil War of 1922. 

(3) The attitude of the Church to 
the results of both. 

The Rebellion and Civil War caused 
many Protestant families to leave the 
country and the seeking of employment 
hoidí, They cannot be brought back, 
so that, cause is irremediable. : 

The first World War was the original 
cause, and brought about an almost in- 
satiable desire for pleasure. and con- 
tinual entertainment, action and 
mobility, the lack of parental control, 
the influence of home and family, the 
consequent fall in the birth rate, with 
the resultant lack. of appreciation for 
spiritual necessity. 

The armies disbanded, munition 
workers returning to peace-time after- 
math and inactivity, they had learned 
.& mode of living they had been un- 
accustomed to, the tempo of life had 
increased, they had learned to think 
on diffefent lines, they were walkin 
a broader road, the experiences o 


foreign travel had heen en i 
The motor car and saat tans 
opened up the countryside, the 
seaside, the mountains, the river, 


the golf course. Their values had 
changed. The Victorian and Edwardian 
idea of Sunday observance was: gone. 
They forgot the spiritual observance so 
necessary as the basis of good and 
sound living. 

Some of the energy, action, mobility 
and interest in their love of pleasure 
should have been diverted on a 
spiritual line. In any event, one weekly 
witness on Sunday morning for an hour 
and a quarter was little enough time to 
give; yet that short time cut in on the 
whole day. If that hour and a quarter 
had had sufficient attraction, no amount 
of cutting in would have made any 
difference. 7

of the country; but enough has been. 
published to prove beyond all doubt that 
the problem oí the future of Protestantism 
—and oí the Church of Ireland in par- 
ticular—is a living issue among our 
people; that Irish Protestants, although | 
declining in numbers, constitute a vital 
force in the nation’s being, and that the 
religious minority is destined to play~ an 
important and constructive part in the 
shaping of our country’s future. We do 
not propose to enter into a discussion of 
the many and varied points that have 
been raised by our correspondents. Broadly, 
the laymen—and laywomen—have been 
critical 6f the Church of Ireland's policy, 
while the clergy have defended it. It has 
been stated that the Church, as a body, 
is too complacent; that it is inclined to 
take things as it finds them; te ignore 
certain symptoms of ill-health in itself, 
and to adopt a general attitude of resig- 
nation instead of an attitude of reforming 
zeal which not only would bring ite people 
more closely together, but also would 
strengthen and enliven their pride in their 
faith. We disagree wholly with those who 
take the view that matters of this kind 
ought not to be the subject of corre- 
spondence in the public Press. The Church 
of Ireland, in common with the other 
Protestant communities, is essentially a 
democratic institution, in the governance 
of which the laity plays an active part. 
It has, or ought to have, nothing to hide, 
If some of its members think that they 
recognise dangerous symptoms, we believe 
that it is their. duty to raise the alarm; 
and to this extent, at least, we are con- 
vinced that the correspondence in our 
columns has done nothing but good. The 
clergy, in 4he nature of things, tend to 
lead sequestered lives, particularly in the 
rural areas. Many of them are earnost 
and hard-working men, with. high ideals 
of Christian service; bat it cannot be 
denied that others have slipped into a 
groove of clerical routine, and that the 
corporate life of the Church has suffered 
in consequence. We believe, as we always 
have believed, that the Protestant element 
in this country—in Eire no less than in 
Northern Ireland—has much to contribute 
to the national welfare. The Church of 
Ireland has a fine tradition of national 
service in every branch of political, 
intellectual, artistic, economic, and social 
activity. The fact that so many of its 
young men and women have been 
“educated for export,’’ and have made 
careers for themselves in all quarters of 
the globe, hardly affecte the issue. They 
always have remained essentially Irish; 
and the very fact that they have gone 
abroad has done much to enhance the 
reputation of our country throughout the 
civilised world. 

From the religious point of view. the 
greatest danger io Irish Protestantism is 
the growth of mixed marriages, which can 
be avoided—if; indeed, they can be avoided 
at all in existing circumstances—only by 
the promotion of a more intimate social 
life among members of the Protestant 
Churches. The problem of education is 
all-important; and for that reason we 
deeply deplore the prospect of the closing 
of Drogheda Grammar School, however 
compelling may be the reasons wi..ch 
have brought its continued existence into 
danger. So long as there is a penny in 
the Church's coffers, no Protestant school 
in Ireland ought to be allowed to dis- 
appear. If funds are “ frozen,’’ they 
ought to be thawed; if legal difficulties | 
stand in the way, they ought to be 
removed. The case of Drogheda Grammar 
School merely is a particular instance of 
a general problem, on the early solution 
of which the future of Irish Protestantism 
largely depends. “There is another aspect 
of the same problem 
immediate attention. Of recent years, and

e essential industries, particularly those 
concerned in defence work, have been 
hampered by extensive strikes. Certain 


members of the House of Representatives, 


including a number of men who have been 
loyal to the President’s policy of help for 
Britain, believe that he could have handled 
these. strikes mote efficiently: they hold, 
in short, that he has shown undue fayour 
to the workers, thereby encouraging them 
to make greater and greater demands. 
They threatened to vote against his 
Administration’ by way of protest, and 
have kept their promise. Happily for 
President, Roosevelt and for Great Britain, 
either there were not enough of these 
‘‘ mutineers ” tó swing the House against 
the measure, or some of them changed 
their minds at the last moment. The 
President gained his point last night by 
the extremely narrow majority of 18 
votes—212 against 194. If the alternative 
to its passing had been less serious, the 
measure: probably would not have passed 
at all; but the President himself made it 
clear that an unfavourable decision would 
have dangerous consequences for himself, 
for the United States and for the 
belligerent democracies. It would weaken 
America’s effort, he said, to “ produce all 
it could as rapidly as possible,’ and it 
would ‘‘ bolster the aggressive steps and 
intentions in Germany and in the other 
well-known aggressor nations under the 
leadership of Hitler.” 7 
Apparently, he has gained his point 
without bargaining. It was thought that 
he might offer a promise of stronger 
actipn against the strikes in return for 
the passing of the measure; but, in fact, 
he seems to have conceded nothing more 
than an undertaking to meet three leaders 
of the Committee of Industrial Organisa- 
tion to-day—and that meeting probably 
would have been held in any case. The 
odds are, however, that the President will 
spend the next few weeks in a genuine 
effort to settle these labour disputes and 
to prevent their recurrence. Already they 
must have retarded the defence programme 
—and the aid-Britain programme—to a 
grave degree: certainly they have. been 
the most serious of all obstacles te 
the fulfilment of the President’s plans. 
His task in these days is no enviable one. 
The strikes alone would be enough in 
normal times to absorb his entire 
energies ; “but simultaneously he must 
handle the appalling problems that crowd 
upon the United States from overseas; The 
repeal of the Neutrality Act—for barely a 
shred of it remains—is an open challenge 
to the “ Axis” Powers, and whether they 
accept or reject it depends entirely upon 
themselves and their sense of expediency. 
In addition, the danger of war with Japan 
is by no means over. During the last day 
or two the Tokyo Press “campaign ”’ 
against the United States and Great 
Britain has been intensified. Perhaps, tho 
Japanese have nothing more in mind than 


a Nervenkrieg, designed to keep America 
guessing until a favourable opportunity - 


presents itself for action; but President 
Roosevelt. cannot, afford to take the risk. 
He must keep a simultaneous watch over 
the Atlantic and the Pacific; at the same 
time he must try to co-ordinate the huge 


industries, in order that the most costly 


and extensive programme of munition- 
making in his country’s history may be 
carried out at unprecedented speed. If 


the United States were actually at war his 


task might be easier ; for a nation at war 
is. willing td have its energies harnessed 
in a manner that a nation at peace will 
not tolerate. Doubtless, that is why so 


many of the “big business’’ men of the 
United States are in the foremost rank of 
the “ war party."!

For the 
ordinary consumer wines and spirits will 
be scarcer than ever this Christmas.

Teachers take the meals with 
the children to see that quantity, nutritive 
valne and tastiness are not lacking. The 
meals are tlaimed to satisfy the most 
fastidious parents, and there is no doubt 
that the children recéive a far better meal 
at school than they could in present cir- 
cumstances be given at home.

Parachutists of Yesterday 


Is there anything absolutely original ? 

In the present war the use of troops for 
parachute invasion is arded as an 
innovation of very great value. But there 
were other opinions less than a contury 
ago. 

Perusing a little book entitled “ Waifs 
of Conversation,” published by James 
Magill, Donegall place, Belfast, in 1876, 
a Northern reader has come across an 
item which would suggest that the para- 
chute idea really owed its invention to a

Seized 
with the sudden idea that his Dublin 
visitors were dangerous lunatics, the 
Secretary extended his right hand into his 
desk to grasp a pistol, while with his left

CERTIFICATES 


In normal times if a ranker has not 
secured the first Service ambulance cer- 
tificate—which carries an extra nine- 
pence a day—at the end of his first 
two years, he is placed on reserve, and 
if at the end of the first five years he 
has not attained the second certificate, 
and its additional daily one and six- 
pence, the same. fate awaits him. The 
third and highest certificate, which 
brings the holder an extra daily three 
shillings, is left as an optional star to 
which every ranker can voluntarily hitch 
his wagon. But during the present 
period of. the emergency there, is no 
compulsion in the attainment of these 
certificates, as the service must 
naturally expand in relation to the 
expanded army. 

The Army Medical Service ranker, by 
the way, is not, as perhaps vou thought, 
a man who rushes up with a stretcher 
and rescues the wounded under enemy 
fire. He fills a wide range of hospital 
employments, such as laboratory, 
operating theatre and X-ray attendant, 
wardsman, compounder and male nurse, 
The Service, of course, has its equally 
weli-trained female nursing staffs. The 
man who has served as a ranker in the 
Irish Army Medical Service is specially 
trained for hospital work, and his 
qualifications are recognised in every 
ecountry—except his own, But that 
is another story.

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AN OVERCROWDED 
PROFESSION 
600 APPRENTICES TO 
PHARMACY ' 

Pharmacy is becoming an _ over- 
crowded, profession, and a warning to 
parehts ayainst sending their sons and 
daughtéxs t& it was given by the Pre- 
sident of the Pharmaceutical Society of 
Ireland, Mr. P. C:-Cahill, at the annual 
meeting in Dublin. ‘I regret,” said 


Mr. Cahill, ‘‘ to have to announce a 
substantial increase in the number of 


‘| apprentices seeking registration. During 


the year 205 preliminary registrations 
were granted, against 126 for the 

revious year. From figures compiled 

y the Registrar we find we have no 
less than 600 registered apprentices. 
That is an enormous number and 
‘creates a very serious problem not only 
‘for chemists already in practice, but 
for the apprentices themselves. It 1s 
essential that some solution. of the 
problem be found before chaos results.” 

The Society’s proposed regulation of 
one apprentice per qualified person was 
ruled by the Minister for Justice as 
ultra vires. A sn EE of the addi- 
tion of physics to the entrance examina- 
tion was also turned down. The Council 
intended at an early date to consider 
the feasibility of establishing a pre- 
registration examination. ‘‘This, if 
adopted,’’ said Mr. Cahill, “will give 
students the knowledge of the physical 
basis of matter so essential in the 
study of modern chemistry, and may 
also help to reduce the number of 
“young people entering pharmacy. It 
could not provide a permanent solution 
of our problem, and some other method 
must be devised immediately.”

“ Art Criticism '” was the subject of 
a lecture given by Miss Ruth Drom- 
goole at the Academy of Christian Art.

Since the extraction of flour from 
wheat was increased to 95 per cent., 
imported wheat had been allocated to 
grain millers at 65s. 6d. per quarter 
by Grain Importers, Ltd, That price. 
he said, contained an element of profit 
which was being accumulated by Grain 
Importers, Ltd. <A large part of the 
wheat allocated this year was pur- 
chased before the. war, at the pre-war 
prices, but delivery to the millers at 
65s. 6d. was the figure which had to 
be taken into account in determining 
the price at which the miller could 
sell flour. The 80,000 tons of flour 
which it would be necessary to import 
this year would cost at least 120s. per 
quarter, Similarly, the price of native 
wheat had increased, and that subsidy 
would be required to maintain the 
price of flour at its present level dur- 
ing the whole of the cereal year. 

If they should not get 290,000 tons 
of Irish wheat for any reason, then the 
various calculations as to the cost of 
the subsidy would be upset. The 
average cost of native wheat dried and 
fit for milling during the last cereal 
year was 40s. 9d. per barrel. This 
year the corresponding figure would 
be 46s. 9d., a total increase of £700,000. 
The increased cost of the 80,000 tons 
of imported wheat would be £1,200,000. 
If there was no subsidy this increased 
cost, based on consumption of 2,700,000 
sacks of flour would mean an increase 
from 52s. 6d. to 66s. 6d. per sack, and 
in accordance with the formula py 
which the price of bread is fixed the 
4-\b. loaf would be increased from ls. 
to ls. 2d. No allowance was made 
for any possible increased price of pro- 
duction.

TS admirable leading: article. in 


the Irish Times of the 29th 

October, based upon a letter call- 
ing for drastic changes in the adminis- 
tration of the Church of Ireland if it 
is to fulfil adequately its mission in 
our land, and subsequent correspond- 
ence upon the subject,’ have stirred 
every part of the Church. 

There is.not a more independent and 
democratic Church in Christendom, or 
ene in which the laity have such an 
outstanding position. On the Dio- 
cesan and General Synods there are 
two lay representatives for each clergy- 
man. But have the laity always risen 
to their full respenitibility ? How 
often have they shirked or neglected 
those duties which a free and demo- 
cratic church constitution imposes upon 
tiem 7 i 

As a layman it has alwavs been a 
source of amazement to me how some 
parishes elect men to Diocesan Synods 
year after year who never attend and 
seldom display any interest in the 
affairs. of the Dioceses or even the 
parishes, and again how dioceses elect 
men to the General Synod, who rarely, 
if evér, attend the meetings in Dub- 
lin. Such things stiould not be, ‘and 
it, is to the-credit of the Irish Church 
Union that in some dioceses at least it 
draws attention before the annual elec- 
tions to the attendance of General 
Synod representatives.  . 

“Members of the General Synod who 
fail to attend two years in successi0n 
should be automatically retired, and 
should not. be eligible for election 
again for a space of five or seven 
years. 

One correspondent asks ‘“‘Can anyone 
suggest what can be done when the 
spate of letters has ceased’’’ I will 
suggest briefly several lines of sagtoer’ 
under the headings finance, mobility of 
clergy, old men and patronage, work 
among the young, and greater ¢o- 
operation in Christian: fellowship he- 
tween clergy and laity. The views are 
not entirely my own, but have been 
evolved after many inquiries among 
leading clergy and laymen, both North 
and South. 

FINANCE 
controversy, as in many 
revious ones, it is suggested that the 
Re resentative Church Body has untold 
saiflions which it can disburse for any 
and every purpose. But what are the 
facts’? They are given in a 200-page 
volume “' Report of Proceedings of the 
Representative Body, laid before the 
General Synod in 1941.”’ 

From this it is shown that the total 
funds of the Church are £11,379,646, 
and of this admittedly huge sum the 
income from only £272, is at the 
disposal of the Representative Church 
Body. The rest is held by the R.C.B. 
In trust for various dioceses and 
parishes and funds of the Church, such 
as widows and orphans, and the income 
from it is not available for general use. 

It is sometimes asked '' But if these 
trusts fail by closing down or amalga- 
mation of parishes, etc., why are their 
funds not made available ?”’ 

This is done from time to time by 
application to the courts. It might he 
worth serious consideration if a more

ere not so large as many suppose. 

But more important than any attempt 
to absorb trust funds, and one of 
greater benefit to the Church and the 
country as a whole, would’ be a revision 
of the ‘investment policy '“” of the 
Church, Instead of investing the 
greater bulk of the funds of the Church 
in British Government and foreign 
securities it would-be better 
if the Representative Body had more 
faith in its own people and its own 
country's future. It could do much 
for the country, the good of the Church 
and its people, and sate itself huge 
investment losses, which in last vear’s 
accounts were recorded at over 
£600,000. Of the £11,000,000 approxi- 
mately invested by the Church, as 
described above, only £243,957 is lent 
on mortgages on land. More might be 
lent under this heading to church 
people of sound character and worth, 
and also for housing and the develop- 
ment of industrial plant and ,máchinery 
within Ireland. fi 


LAND SETTLEMENT 


Land settlement schemes are an 
obvious source of comparatively safe 
investment, and would obviate such 
losses as that of £452,439 61%, the sale 
of investments liable to British income 
tax, or £170,053 lost by operation of 
the Railway Act, 1933, in respect of 
the Great Southern Railway stocks. 

These losses are being replaced by 
taking annual sums out -of income 
investments, but that money. could be 
much better used for general Church

In any ev e huge cost’ of the 
war ‘may {df the Church, like other 
institutions, to reconsider its invest- 
ment policy. be 

While the Church of Ireland cannot 
at the moment. evolve a new financial 
and investment policy until it ascer- 
tains what the future is likely to be, 
it can, at any rate, commence at once 
to put. its investment policy in order. 

e, no donbt, are matters which 
the best financial brains of the Church 
are pondering, but to my mind the 
best solution is to help Church people 
to land, businesses and houses in their 
own country, and give them a stake 
and future in Ireland, instead of 
“ rearing them for export.” . 

The rate of interest obtainable by 
the Church on new -investments at 
present is in the vicinity oí £5 per 
cent., compared with £5: 4s. 4d. in 
1919. Loans at the former rate to 
churchmen on the ‘security of iand, 
houses and business developments 
would be an attractive proposition— 
say, a terminable loan at 5 per cet. 
to cover interest and capital repay 
ments. 


MOBILITY OF CLERGY 


How often in our parishes do we 
find clergy anxious to get to new 


spheres of activity, and in other 
instances varishes which desire a 
change of rector? No ia “is 
machinery exists at present to. achieve 


this result. - It has been suggested 
that any mobility scheme should be 
preceded hy a general reorganisation 
of the Church and its finances. 
Financial reorgamsation is not feasible 
at’ present, untit the future of the 
finameal system of Britain and Ireland 
is clann But something might be 
done’ in regard to mobility by the 
establishment of ~a General Synod 
Mobility Board, with diocesan 
branches, to which the clergy could 
apply for a change of pastorate, and 
to which select vestries, by a majority 
vote at Easter general vestries, could 
applv for change of rector. 

e preparation of transfer lists, not 
confined within each diocese, but per 
mitting changes from north to south, 
east to west, even 1f at first upon a 
voluntary basis, would be of great 
advantage to the Church and its 
development. 


AGE AND PATRONAGE 


This controversy originated with a 
general statement that the average age 
of Bishops, Archdeacons, Deans and 
other Church dignataries is tod high 
and that they ought to give way to 
younger men. 

There is a grievance in regard to 
the selection of Archdeacons and other 
dignataries. These positions are often 
filled by Bishaps by seniority, when 
it is obvious that youth, organising 
ability and enthnsiasm are required. 

A Patronage Board of Clergy and 
Laity should be set up to fill such 
vacancies, and before each appoint- 
ment clergy of the Diocese should be 
invited to submit their views upon 
present and future problems, and the 
appointment should be given to the 
men with ideas and known ability to 
carry them out. This would be a 
great encouragement to younger men. 


AMONG THE YOUNG 


Little need be said ander this head- 
It is so obvious that the chii- 


ing. : ( 
dren of to-day are ‘ e Church of to 
morrow. Work among the young, 


however, should not be the responsi- 
bility only of the clergy The laity 
should join enthusiastically in this 
work—Sunday Schools, Boys’ Brigade, 
Bov Scouts, Girl Guides, G.F.S.—and, 
when the age of youth is reached, 
Young People's Guilds, where young 
men and women could meet for Chris- 
tiar work, games, dances and social 
intercourse. 


CO-OPERATION 


There could be much greater co- 
operation between the clergy and laity 
of our Church. There i. too great a 
tendency for ‘ clerical meetings " and 
the development of what I may call “a 
professional consciousness,’” among the 
clergy. Much better results would be 
obtained for the Church if there were 
less clerical meetings and more united 
conferences of clergy and laity in the 
dioceses and rural deaneries. Problems 
then could be considered jointly by 
clergy and laity, and a new filip given 
to the work and expansion of the 
Church. 

There should be at least one quarterly 
joint conference of clergy and laity in 
each diocese or rural deanery—where 
the diocese is a large and-populous one 
—then Church life would take a big 
leap forward 

These are only a few suggestions out 
of many, but if adopted they would 
increase the spiritual, social and 
financial position of the Church. I do 
not believe the mission. of our beloved 
Church in this land is finished. If the 
Church (and I mean the laity even 
more than the clergy) will bestir itself 
we are on the eve of a great renaissance 
—a church pulsating with life and

Most of them had tr 
all their cooking over an ordinary « 
fire. Already Dublin welfare 
were educating mothers not so much in 
dietetics°as in how to prepare nourish- 
ing meals economically. 

An official of the Irish Women 
Workers’ Union said that most mothers 
knew that their children needed lots of 
butter and milk, but could not afford 
these commodities. She agreed, how- 
ever, that a little education would be 
useful, as there were certain foods— 
cheese, for instance--the value of 
which mothers did not know. Baby 
clubs in the city could undertake the 
task of imparting this knowledge, but 
in her opinion, the ground wor< shoud 
be done in the schools. 

Another prominent medical man toid 
our reporter that mothers were not so 
ignorant about children as people 
seemed to think they were. No one 
knew the psychology of a child better 
than a mother, and his experience had 
taught him that a mother could alwars 
differentiate between a dish that was 
nourishing and one that was not.
